in the DfHc^ Actojij the Examiner has rejected daims 1-3, 5-24 and 26-36 under 
35 use § 103(a) as being unpatentable over the previously cited Ng et al (U.S. Patent 
No. 6, 1 3 1 ,096) in view of the newly cited Marwell (U,S, Patent No. 6,404,884). The 
E.Kamijnef has separately indicated in paragraph 3 that claims 4 a«d 25 contain allowable 
subject matter. 

Although Applicants disagree with the Examiner's priman- rejections, in order to 
expedite prosecution of these claims, the allowable subject matter of claims 4 and 25 
have been amended into corresponding independent eiaims 1 and 22 respectively. The 
claims as infected itiay be filed iii a continuation application for furdier proseciition on 
the merits.
